TECHNICAL REPORT

H.M.V. AUTORADIOGRAM, Model 1618A 


Price 65 guineas (inc. P.T.). 


Specification : 

Cabinet: Walnut Console 274 in. wide by 
174 in. deep by 2g in. high, on castors. 
Hinged lid with tuning dial and controls 
on right and record-changer in well on 
left. Double storage compartment for 
record cases at base. 

Record-changer : 3-speed E.M.1. type flexibly 
mounted on motor board which itself is 
flexibly mounted in cabinet. 10-in. and 
12-in. records may be intermixed. 


Pickups: Interchangeable heads for LP and 
78 r.p.m. records. Both of crystal type 
with cantilever styli. 

Circuit: Superhet covering long, medium 
and short bands—16.3 to 51.7 m.; 187.5 
to 574.6 m. and gor to 2,000 m. Push- 
pull output stage (with negative feed-back) 
giving about 7 watts. 

Valves: (All Marconi) ; Frequency changer 
—X78; I.F.—W77; Det. and L.F.— 
DH77; Phase splitter—DH77 ; Output— 
2 of N78; Rectifier—U709. 

Controls: Volume, with on/off switch, re- 
cessed in side of cabinet; tone, wave- 
change and tuning on panel under lid. 

Loudspeaker: 10}4-in. elliptical P.M. in 
chassis compartment, substantially separ- 
ated from record storage compartment 
and from turntable well. Provision for 
external loudspeaker of 5 ohms or above. 


When I unpacked this Autoradiogram from 
its cardboard transit case my womenfolk at 
once exclaimed: ‘“ What a lovely little 
cabinet!’’ And it is. It has been christened 
“The Lowboy”, and H.M.V. claim that it 
has the ideal operating height. I can vouch 
for it that operation is remarkably simple and 
does not entail any stooping or other contor- 
tions. The reversion to the old practice of 
having the volume control recessed in the side 
of the cabinet also adds to ease of operation. 

I like the provision of a record compartment 
with hinged flap at the bottom of the cabinet. 
It is not only serviceable in itself and adds to 
the appearance, but serves also to stiffen the 
whole cabinet structure and control the magni- 
tude of cabinet resonance. The making of the 
compartments of different size is also a good 
idea ; by this means resonances are distributed. 

When bass passages are being reproduced 
there is considerable reinforcement from these 
cabinet resonances. They are not damped by 
any special cabinet treatment by way of lagging, 
but because of their distribution below about 
middle “‘ C ’’ they do not appear as pronounced 
and isolated peaks. Indeed, I found some 
difficulty in determining where the main funda- 
mental frequency was, but eventually came to 
the conclusion that it was between 105 and 
110 cps., which is not a bad location. 

It is easily seen from this model that the 
structural stiffening is quite effective in con- 
trolling the peaks; where it does not (and 
clearly could not) succeed is in controlling 
reverberation ; for that some further damping 
arrangement is required. I much preferred, 
too, to play with the lid open ; presumably 
this prevented the turntable well from acting 
as a resonator. 

Fortunately, the pickups are so noiseless on 
the record that there is no disadvantage in 
leaving the lid open—a sharp contrast, this, 
frora the old days when we were firmly told by 


instructions stencilled on the cabinets: “* Please 
close the lid ’’. 

This is the first H.M.V. radiogram I have 
tested which includes pickups made of Rochelle 
Salt crystals. These are good examples of the 
type with a range from about 30 cps. to 10 kc. 
for the long-playing head and upwards of 
8 kc. for the 78 r.p.m. head. The bass resonance 
is at about 50 cps. Underneath the motor 
board, and operated hy the motor change-over 
switch is a matching unit with appropriate 
correction circuits for L.P. and 78 records 
respectively. The overall result is a really 
attractive reproduction of both types of record, 
with a little over-emphasis in the bass. 

The tone control operates a short circuit for 
high frequencies on the anode resistance of the 
L.F. amplifier and is quite effective. I specially 
looked for noisy operation, but the control 
behaves unexceptionably. 

The specially attractive feature of the ampli- 
fier is the push pull output stage which incor- 
porates an ingenious, though very simple, form 
of negative feed-back between the anodes and 
cathodes of the output valves. I reckon that 
the feed-back reduction factor is about 3, which 
is very good for a small amplifier of this type 
and is bound to have a valuable effect not only 
on the frequency response but also on the loud- 
speaker damping. I was fortunately able to 
make a direct comparison between the repro- 
duction from the Lowboy with that of a com- 
parable radiogram which, however, had a 
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single valve pentode output without negative 
feed-back, and there was no doubt at all about 
the superiority of the push pull output. 

Another important feature, technically, is 
that the amplifier is on two and not a single 
chassis. The rectifier, push pull output valves 
and phase-splitter are on one chassis which is 
horizontal and situated towards the back of the 
cabinet. The tuning valves and L.F. amplifier 
are on a separate chassis mounted on the side 
of the cabinet. The result is that the valves 
which run hot are allowed to dissipate their 
heat in the best possible conditions without 
affecting the others. This is an important 
factor in the life of miniature valves, and 
especially the tuning valves which have 
multiple grids. 

I need not comment on the radio reproduc- 
tion beyond saying that the instrument is 
quite up to modern standards of sensitivity so 
far as tuning in stations is concerned; the 
selectivity is reasonably good, but has not been 
pressed to the limit of curtailment of quality. 
Here in London a certain amount of inter- 
ference has at times to be tolerated if high 
notes are to be reproduced. 

The record-changer operates smoothly, with- 
out undue noise, and with reasonable speed. 
The double-spring mounting is certainly a 
boon ; it removes the anxiety that the pickup 
may shake out of the groove on LP records 
when someone with heavy feet tramps across 
the room. 

I congratulate the designer of this instrument. 
He has succeeded notably in his attempt to 
reduce costs whilst retaining valuable features 
on which reliability and quality of repro- 
duction depend. 

This is clearly a quality instrument at a 
popular price.

Jennifer Vyvyan 

A record which was neglected in Music 
Magazine’s ‘‘ Radio Retrospect for 1953’ and 
relegated to the section “‘ Nights at the Round 
Table ’’ in THE GRAMOPHONE is a recital of 
British songs by Jennifer Vyvyan. This record 
is delightful. The singing is really beautiful, the 
selection of songs well considered, and Ernest 
Lush’s accompaniment masterly. 

It is significant, perhaps, that Miss Vyvyan, 
like Kathleen Ferrier, studied with Roy 
Henderson ; there are similarities between the 
two, not only as regards their development as 
singers, but in their approach to singing. Miss 
Vyvyan’s technique is flawless—as those who 
have heard her sing coloratura will agree— 
while her exquisite artistry and musicianship is 
displayed throughout the record, especially in 
the lovely tranquillity she brings to the final 
phrases of Michael Head’s “ Foxgloves ’”’. 

Another characteristic of her singing is her 
ability to describe situation and character by 
subtle inflections of her voice. To hear her sing 
Dyson’s aria, “The Wife of Bath’’, is a 
revelation to anyone seeking characterisation in 
music. In Antony Hopkins’s “ A Melancholy 
Song ”’ she suggests brilliantly the disappoint- 
ment of the young girl, and in “ The Sprig of 
Thyme ”’ and “‘ Bobby Shaftoe ’’ her touches of 
the dialect are perfect. Again, her voice seems 
to bubble over with gaiety in ‘‘ Now is the 
Month of Maying ’’. 

Miss Vyvyan is also able to change the quality 
of her tone remarkably. In the English lute 
song she might, at times, almost be mistaken for 
a counter-tenor ; in “ Fairest Isle’ there is a 
similarity to a boy treble ; the richness of her 
low notes in “I will give my love an apple”’ 
reminds one of her early training as a contralto, 
while in Arne’s two songs, her soprano is agile 
and vivacious.

I read with great interest the Quarterly 
Review by Mr. Desmond Shawe-Taylor in the 
January issue of THE GRAMOPHONE. There is 
a slight error in the article due to the unfortunate 
habit of Americans referring to .001 INCHES as 
1 mil. Therefore “ .003 mil.”? should read 
** 003 ins.’’ and not .co3 millimetres as stated. 

I am in agreement with his remarks that the 
radius of the stylus tip must be greater than the 
groove bottom radius, otherwise the stylus tip 
tends to skate on the bottom of the groove, and 
as Mr. Desmond Shawe-Taylor rightly points 
out, modern styli, which are usually ground to 
a tip radius of .002 ins. to .0025 ins., are much 
too small for pre-war recordings and the pre- 
ferred radius in this case would be .0035 ins. 
to .004 ins. 

The effect of increasing the radius of the 
stylus tip is to decrease the upper high frequency 
response of the pickup system, and increasing 
the radius from .002 ins. to .004 ins. results in 
a loss of approximately 4 db at 10 k.c. on the 
inside groove of a 78 r.p.m. gramophone record. 
This high-frequency loss can be compensated 
for, but unfortunately the tracing distortion is 


also increased, and there is no known way of 


eliminating this distortion once it has occurred. 

Finally, in the case of long-playing records, 
the amount of “‘ free-board ”’ between the point 
of contact of the stylus tip and the top of the 
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groove walls is usually of the order of .ooo2 ins. 
with .001 ins. radii styli, and increasing the 
radius of the styli decreases this “‘ free-board’’. 
It will thus increase the tendency of the pickup 
to jump record grooves on heavily modulated 
passages. It is to be regretted that the British 
Standards Specification No. 1928 specified the 
upper limit of .o012 ins. because if full advantage 
is taken of this limit, otherwise excellent pickups 
will be accused of groove-jumping.

Technical Errors and Faults 


Several correspondents have kindly pointed 
out a technical error in my quarterly article 
which I discovered just too late for correction 
in the January issue. “3 mil.”’ is, of course, 
0.003 inches, not millimetres. 

May I add a comment on a point raised a 
little earlier in the same article ? I have become 
increasingly suspicious that much of the adverse 
comment made by reviewers (myself included) 
on quality of recording is caused either by 
inadequate reproducing equipment or by fine 
equipment which has contracted a temporary 
and unrecognised fault. To take a simple 
instance: reviewers often complain of pitch 
errors when the trouble lies in their own turn- 
tables. The better the musician, the less likely 
he is to possess the technical knowledge needed 
to spot the trouble, and the less capable of 
curing it. At present, I sometimes feel that 
we are reviewing, not so much the records as 
(all unconsciously) our own instruments.

American Issues in the U.K. 


In your December issue, one of your reviewers 
(an altogether excellent one, by the way ; may 
his kind multiply !) laments the bad technical 
sound of Mozart’s C major Symphony, with 
Bruno Walter conducting the New York 
Philharmonic Orchestra (note that the Phila- 
delphia Crchestra should be attributed to the 
Schubert on the other side). Actually, your 
reviewer had good reason to complain: the 
reproduction on both sides, by anybody’s 
standard, is quite bad and certainly not of 
to-day’s quality. Unfortunately, the reviewer 
goes on to imply in the next paragraph that this 
outdated sound is representative of American 
recordings. Since this is an impression that 
seems to be widely held in England and appears 
from time to time in your columns (to the great 
amusement of American readers), a correction 
of this view might be in order. 

It should be pointed out that for some curious 
reason the American recordings now reaching 
the British market on Columbia labels consist 
invariably of those ancient recordings which 
were among the first LP releases here in 
America. In most instances they were originally 
recorded on 78’s and later transferred to LP’s. 
It is not surprising, therefore, that the resultant 
sound is definitely of the pre-high-fidelity era 
(meaning harsh highs—if any, tubby lows 
without definition, and thin, muddled body ; 
these perhaps sufficed for the limited range 
equipment of that day). This is true of all of 
the Bruno Walter recordings that have been 
released in England during the past year or so, 
of the Mahler 1st. with Mitropoulos and the 
Minneapolis Symphony (Mr. Mitropoulos left 
Minneapolis for the present post in New York 
shortly after the war ; this recording, I suspect, 
is a good dozen years old), the Serkin piano 
recordings, and Rodzinski doing Gershwin, to 
name a few. The balance of the releases (Tourel 
singing Ravel, the Busch Trio in Beethoven, 
for example) might be termed representative of 
the first experiments in LP recordings and as 
such cannot be compared with present-day 
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sound. In short, there has not been a sing]: 
American-recorded release on Columbia tha: 


can be considered remotely representative o/ 


present-day American recordings. 

British collectors have had opportunity to 
sample present-day American recordings throug): 
the H.M.V. sponsored releases of Mussorgsky’s 
Pictures at an Exhibition and the Tchaikovsky 
Fourth, which are some of the earliest examples 
of sound engineering by Mercury of this city. 
In the meantime, this and other American 
firms have made rapid progress in recording 
techniques and their current releases thus far 
surpass the quality of the Mussorgsky. In this 
category should be included many of the 
American Columbia recordings (including new 
Bruno Walter pressings). Decca FFRR, which 
onee could boast of being peerless in the field, 
is currently having a hard time keeping neck 
to neck with the recorded sound emerging from 
American studios. 

Most of these early, technically-obsolete 
American Columbia LP’s, which as mentioned 
above are now emerging on the British market, 
have disappeared altogether from the dealers’ 
shelves. 

E.M.I. (and the same can be said of other 
companies which have been unloading on the 
British market recordings that have had limited 
success here in America when released several 
years ago because of technical shortcomings) 
can certainly rectify the situation by doing what 
major companies here in the United States are 
now doing. American Columbia, for example, 
has a low-priced series, called the Entré, which 
encompasses either technically outdated record- 
ings or those made by lower-priced recording 
organisations, including transfers from old 
78’s. Their prices are about half of the usual 
LP price. R.C.A. Victor also maintains a 
similar low-priced series ; in addition, it has 
pioneered a series, the so-called Treasury series, 
which is purported to be of particular historical 
interest and is priced at the usual LP price. 
My favourites in this series have been collections 
of songs by Lotte Lehmann and Elizabeth 
Schumann, transferred from 78’s with extra- 
ordinary care, but there have been many 
strictly orchestral recordings sounding no worse 
than the Bruno Walter recordings released on 
Columbia labels. All of these, however, are 
plainly marked as being “ not up to present-day 
recording standards’? and the buyer (and 
reviewer!) can thus approach them more 
charitably, being aware of their technical 
limitations.

Records from the U.S.S.R. 


The U.S.S.R. long-playing microgroove cata- 
logue dated 1953, which was printed in the 


January issue of THE GRAMOPHONE, provides 


me with a fitting opportunity to make one or 
two observations regarding these discs. A year 
ago I received four Russian records : two are 
listed in the catalogue, (D349-50) C. FRANcK: 
Violin/piano Sonata by Ojistrakh/Oborin, and 
(D492-3) Proxorrev: Piano Sonata No. 2, 
played by Emil Gilels. The latter disc is not 
33} r.p.m., as listed, but 78 r.p.m. microgroove. 
The other two discs are (D393-4) TCHAIKOVSKY : 
Waltz and Scherzo/Reflections, played by 
Oistrakh ; (D.006245) VivaLp1: Adagio, and 
Bartok: 6 Rumanian Folk Dances, both 
played by I. Bezrodni (Violin). 

The Russian 33} r.p.m. records are in 10 in. 
and 12 in. sizes, and the 78 r.p.m. are 10 in. 
and 8 in. (not 7 in. as printed). 

The two main points where these discs differ 
from the British Standard are in the size of the 
centre hole, which is fractionally smaller, and 
the fact that the “ Band ”’ system is not employed 
to separate the movements. All the records are 
flexible microgroove and therefore require the 
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usual LP 33¢ r.p.m. needle. There is little 
surface noise. 

The C. Franck Violin/piano Sonata is the 
only disc of the four to revolve at 33} r.p.m., 
and although the playing by Ojistrakh and 
Oborin is superb, the recording does nothing to 
enhance the performance. The start is terribly 
husky but it improves towards the centre of 
side one. The end of this side is poor again. 
Side two starts comparatively well but soon 
deteriorates. This recording is of lower standard 
than the average on the British market. 

The remaining three recordings are at 78 
r.p.m. and are of much higher quality. The 
Tchaikovsky pieces played by Ojistrakh come 
over very well and the violin tone is finely 
caught. This is a 10 in. disc and plays for 15 
minutes. Emil Gilel’s playing of the 2nd 
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Prokofiev Sonata is extremely brilliant and 
reminds one of Horowitz and the late Simon 
Barere. Here the piano tone is quite beautiful 
in the quieter passages, but at the climaxes 
(especially in the treble) the tone tends to 
become hard and guitar-like. The record, 
although only 10 in., plays for 17 minutes 
(8 and 9 minutes per side). 

The last disc, by the voung violinist, Igor 
Bezrodni, i is the most successful. The violin tone 
is round and solid, the intonation perfect and 
the performance exquisite. The 8 in. disc plays 
for 10 minutes (53 mins. and 44 mins. per side). 
It is of passing interest that both Gilels and 
Bezrodni performed at the Royal Festival and 
Royal Albert Halls in December 1952.

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SOUND ADVICE ON “HIGH FIDELITY” 





Are you considering whether to improve or replace your 
record reproducing equipment ? If so, we can help vou and 
are glad to do sc—pfrovided that you will let us! This may 
seem a surprising reservation yet, among the countless enquiries 
we receive each week, there are many which merely request us 
to “forward all our catalogues of gramophone equipment.” 
In such a case there is little we can do to help. We know only 
too well that, if we merely send all available leafle.s, the result 
will be hopeless confusion in the mind of the recipient. Sucha 
person, by giving us no indication as to the standard he is aiming 
at, the approximate total he is prepared to spend, the size of his 
room, the type of music in which he is mainly interested and 
the amount of noise he can indulge in without courting trouble 
from family or neighbours, makes it impossible for us to place 
our specialised knowledge and experience at his service. 


At the same time, even our ideal correspondent is at a grave 
disadvantage compared with those who are able to call at 
Astra House in order to discuss their problems and to listen. 
Especially to listen ! Personal taste is an all-important factor 
which governs the choice of a loudspeaker system, in particular, 
to an extent which may well dismay those who approach the 
subject from too purely scientific an angle. What is the use of 
telling a highly musical listener that the response curve of a 
certain loudspeaker is a joy to behold, when his ears clearly 
tell him that “ any resemblance between the resultant sound 
and real music is purely coincidental’’? The real object of 
so-called High Fidelity is not scientific truth but aural pleasure. 
Not our pleasure, but yours, and who but yourself can be the 
judge of that ?
